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(54) A DEVICE FOR THE APPLICATION OF SURGICAL SUTURES 

This invention is in the field of medical equipment, specifically surgical instruments, and 
is intended for the application of a continuous IT-shaped suture. 

A surgical suturing device in the form of a thread with needles attached along its length 
with the spacing required for suture formation is familiar from the basic author's certificate 
No. 513696 [1]. 

By means of this device, one can apply only individual n-shaped sutures, which fails to 
eliminate the probability that the suture will cut through, and as a result, that the integrity of the 
sealed connection of the tissues to be sutured will be violated. 

The purpose of the invention is to improve the strength and tightness of the connection of 
tissues to be sutured. 

This purpose is achieved in that in this device, the threads coming out of each needle are 
connected by knots, and the spacing between the knots is equafeto the spacing between the 
punctures of the needles.

Figure 1 shows the device for the application of surgical sutures as of the moment of 
suturing of the tissues; Fig. 2 shows the tissues being sutured connected by a continuous 
n-shaped suture. 

The devices includes the suture thread 1 which forms uniform loops 2 by means of the 
knots 3. A needle 4 is attached to one end of each loop 2, and a knot 3 is formed at the other 
end; the distance between knots is equal to the distance between pricks of the needles. 

The device is used in the following manner. 

The sections 5 and 6 of the tissues to be connected are pierced by the needles 4. After the 
threads have been drawn through, the needles are cut away. The ends of the threads 7 and 8, 9 
and 10, etc., which have been formed are connected to each other, and a continuous Il-shaped 
suture is formed. 

Hence with the use of this device, the time required for forming a continuous Il-shaped 
suture is reduced by reducing the number of needle punctures. In this process, a very tight 
connection of the tissues being sutured is achieved, as well as high strength of the connection, 
due to the uninterrupted suture. 

Claims for the Invention 

A device for the application of surgical sutures, as in author's certificate No. 513696, 
distinguished by the fact that for the purpose of improving the strength and tightness of the 
connection of the tissues to be sutured, the threads coming out of each needle are connected with 
a knot, and the spacing between the knots is equal to the spacing between the punctures of the 
needles.
